Anno 1105. 12 Hen, II. 

There was fo great an Earthquake 1n 
Ely, Norfolk, and Siffolk, that it over- 
threw them rhat ſtood upon their feet, 
and cauicd the Bul!s to ring in the Stece- 


ples. 


Anno 1276, 3 Eaw. 

On St. Nicholas-dzy- Eve were great 
Earthquakes, Li2zhtaings and 7haunaer 
with a Blazin9-Stezr, and a Comet, in 
the appearance of a great Drzzon, 
which made many men atraid. 


Anno 1325, 6 Ric. Il. 

There was a general Earthquake ; of 
the Fftefts whereof rhe Waters did 
partake, inſomuch that ir made the 
Ships in the Havens to totter. This 
happen'd on the 21/ of May. 


Anno 1428, 5 Hen. VI. 
On the 28:4 of Seprez3ber was felt a 
great Earthquake that continu'd for the 
{pace of two hours. 


Anno 156s no Fliz, 

On the 17th of Februxry, at A jng ſtor 
near Marlech, in the County of Here- 
ford, the Ground, 'was ſeen to open, 
and certain Rocks, with a piece of 
Ground, remov'd and went forward 
the ſpace of four days. Between {ix 
of the Clock in the Evening, and ſeven 
the next Morniog, it remov'd ic {clf 
4 Paces, carrying along with it great 
Trees and Sheep Coots, fome with 
threeſcore Sheep in them. 'The depth 
of the Hole where it firit broke out, 
was 30 Foot, and the breadth of the 
Breach Eightſcore Yards. It overthrew 
Riunafton Chappel : Allo rwo High- 
ways were remov'd nigh an Hundred 
Yards, with Trees and Hedge-Rows: 
( all this Ground containing 26 Acres) ;

Arno 1550. 22 Fliz, 
On the 26h of 4pri/, being Weaniſ 
aey 10 Eesfter-Week, about Six a Clock 
in the Evening, a terrible. Earthquae 
happen'd at Lowdon, and generally 
throughout all Eze/and ; by the violence 
whereof the great Bell at Weſtminſter 
{truck againſt the Hammer, as diver, ( 
Clock-Bells did both in City and Coun. 
try. In London a piece of the Ty), 
Church tell down : In the Jate diffolyed 
Church of the Gray-F7yers, now called 
Chriſt's Charch, 19 Sermon-time, a Stone 
falling from the top of rhe Church 
Killd a Young man outright ; and ang. 
ther Stone ſo bruis'd a Maid, that he 
liv?d but four days after ; belides, {c. 
veral others were bruis'd, and ran out 9 
the Church in great fear and haſte 
Some Stones feil of from St. Pauls 
Church 'in LZonaox, and Sr, Peter's at 
W:ftmiaſter. Divers Chiinneys loſt the 
Tops ; and Ships on the Thames, and 
on the Seas, were lcen to totter. Thi 
Earthquake did not continiie above 1 
quarter of an hour in Zo9doz ; but in

On the $4 inſtant Seprempber, being 
Thurſday, about Two in the Afternoat 
happen'd in Londoy, ani] all Exz/m 
over, (as well as in Flazders, and oth 
Parts beyond the S2as) an £arthquir 
which &4aſted about two Minutes ; an 
rhough we do not (God be praiſed in 
it) hear of any harm it has done, by 
ſides the throwing down ſome Tops 0 
Chimneys, and old decay'd and rotterin

1. He was a Furioſo in the Intereſt of the late 
King ; and as ſuch was frequently pack'd upon 
the wicked Juries of that Day ; In particular, 
he was one of the Jury which murthered Alders 
man Corr;ſh, The Term Murtherer (teem it ne- 
ver ſo harſh) is fixed upen him by the Act of 
Pzrliament, which reverſed the Attainder of that 
Ctizen ; for it declares, That the 7ary found hm 
giilry upen the ſingle Evidence of one Witneſs, Col- 
Imel Rumſey; whereas cvery man knows, that 
m one can be found guilty of Treaton without 
tvo Witneſſes; and therefore the Jury were his 
Nurtherers. | 

2. He was alſo one of that Jury which four: 
Ms. Gaunt guilty of Treaſon, and for which 
ſt; died, In Relation wtereunto, 1 ſhall only 
pit down her own Words Icft in her Speech.
